£irges 'coup d'etat'

Mayor Taso Maravelas 
accused Trustee Mary 
Turner of inciting a 
"coup d'etat" when she 
introduced a resolution for approval 
to limit elected officials from taking a 
hired position within the village for a 
period of three years after leaving 
office. 

"With the exception of running 
for reelection, or running for any 
. other elected office within the village 
of Antioch, it is the policy of the village 
of Antioch that no elected official, 
upon vacancy of office whether vol- 



"untaryor. expired term, work for the 
village of Antioch in any capacity in 
any existing or newly created posi- 
tions of the village for a minimum of 
three years after holding office," 
Turner said. 

Though the mayor never clarified 
why he felt such an action was an 
attempt to overthrow the government 
. of Antioch by force, Turner said she 
thought die measure was important 
as die governing body sets hiring cri- 
teria, salaries and ultimately fills all 
positions. 

The resolution mentioned the 
importance of keeping residents 
informed about the intentions of the 
board with regard to hiring arid that 



there is the need to build "a tmstirig 
relationship between the residents of 
the village of Antioch and public offi- 
cials." 

Trustee Bob Caulfield said he felt 
a resolution like this "perpetuates" the 
notion that there isn't communica- 
tion or a trusting relationship without 
any proof that that is how community 
members feel. 

"I have no problem with the reso- 
lution, but I don't concur that there's 
not open communication," he said. 

Trustee Larry Hanson criticized 
the document "How can you hold 
that someone who is very qualified for

^Amendments clarify intergovernmental agreement

Amendments approved by the 
board of education of Community. 
High School District 117 should serve 
to clarify die intent of intergovernmen- 
tal agreement between the district and 
townships of both Antioch arid Lake 
Villa regarding die use of the Antioch- 
Lake Villa Township Center and its 
adjacent fields. 

The building houses the offices of 



both Antioch Township and the high 
school district and has a community 
room that is available to residents of 
both Antioch and Lake-Villa.

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Police bust dealer 



Sheriff, Antioch Police, partner to arrest 
alleged dealer; seize 20 pounds of pot

Two weeks of joint investiga- 
tion by the Lake County 
Sheriffs Office and the 
Antioch Police Department 
led to the arrest of Timothy George 
Camphouse of Antioch on July 21, for 
the possession of over 20 pounds of 
cannabis with the intent to distribute. 

Additionally, $3,525 in cash and 
other controlled substances such as 
Valium and Vicodin was found in the 
home when the search warrant was 
executed. 

Deputy John VanDien of the Lake 
County Sheriffs Office said police 
were acting on a tip made by a confi- 
dential informant of his, VanDien 
said, "He (Camphouse) is believed to 



be the major supplier in the area. This 
is a very short distance to the high 
school, and there are grade schools in 
the area." 

Investigation by the two depart- 
ments garnered the information nec- 
essary for the search warrant. 

Police records show that 
Camphouse, 32, who lives with his 
parents at 660 Garys Drive, was 
arrested in 1990 for possession. "He t 
had priors," said Antioch Police Chief 
Chuck Fagan. There were a lot of 
juvenile contacts with this kid, some 
minor consumption (of alcohol)." 

Fagan said the investigation is 
still pending and that official 
charges won't be set until after con? 
tac ting the state's attorney's office

The ordinance is a legal limit- 
spending document and Is therefore 
written lo be higher than the budget, If 
ihe village needed to exceed the limit 
sel by this ordinance, an additional 
public hearing would haw to be held 
to allow for it.

Children karri 
how to cope with 
grief together

Seven years after her father's 
death, Donya Buglio is still grieving. 

The 9-year-old girl says spend- 
ing time with other children who 
have also lost a parent solaces her. 
So for the past three years, she has- 
n't missed a day at Camp Courage. 

Donya. and 32 other children 
who are grieving over the death of a 
friend or relative spent four days 
last week at Camp Courage openly 
discussing their feelings. 

For nearly 10 years, grief coun- 
selors from the Hospice of 
Northeastern Illinois have run the 
camp at the YMCA Camp Duncan 
in Ingleside.' 

At camp, no judgements are 
made. Crying is accepted, and 
sometimes encouraged. Children 
are not punished for angry out- 
bursts, nor are they questioned 
about withdrawing from the group. 

Counselors are there to encour- 
age the children to let their feelings 
out, no matter what form they 
manifest into. 

Camp Courage is an outlet for 
children to explore and express 
their grieving in a supportive envi- 
ronment, said camp co-leader 
Terry Rasrnussen.^ 

"It's 'a safe" place for them to be 
able to deal with their grief and we 
want them to know that," she said. 

Having a safe environment to 
express her feelings is what brings 
Donya to camp each year. 

She said she was frightened 
and shy during her first camp visit, 
but now she enjoys camp and has 
opened up. 

"I was kind of scared the first _ 
time ... now I'm feeling good," she 
said. "It made me talk about my dad 
more." 

Donya's father, Donald Jr., was 
killed in a motorcycle accident 
when she was 2 years old. 

Her four older siblings are deal-

ing with their grief in other ways, but 
Donya's mother, Dawn, said Donya 
needed the camp to let her feelings 
out. 

"I think sometimes she. acts sort 
of like it really didn't happen or sort 
of forgets, but 1 wanted her to go 
through the grieving process - it's 
been awhile, but it's still kind of new 
to her," Dawn said. 

Dawn, a Libertyville resident, 
said camp has instilled in Donya the 
courage to share her sadness, confu-

Making more room 

for riding trails makes 

good horse sense 

There is a rich history to support an accepted truth that 
Lake County, indeed, is horse country. More than enough, 
in our opinion, to bolster the argument that the Forest 
Preserve District should take the leadership to create an 
enviable trail riding system. 

A boast in the not too distant past was that the Lake County 
horse population exceeded that of Lexington, KV. We're not aware 
of any actual four-footed census to validate the argument. But even 
if the statistic was a little off the mark, it wasn't by much and mak- 
ing the comparison was good entertainment. 

Reader Bob Bohl makes a telling argument in this week's letters 
department for expansion of equestrian facilities and activities in 
the Forest Preserve system. Getting the viewpoint of horse lovers is 
recommended reading. 

Love for quality horseflesh was evident as far back as the World 
War I era when the Lake County Fair, held in Libertyville in those 
days, boasted a race track and grandstand where harness racing was 
a feature attraction. Before and during World War II, the Red Top 
Farm, also located in Libertyville, owned and operated by shoe 
' magnet Irving B. Fiorshcim, achieved an international reputation 
for training and showing world-class hackney ponies and show 
horses. Libertyville also was the home of Hawthorn Melody Farms 
Suffolk draft horse hitch and other prize buggy horses often person- 
ally driven by millionaire John F. Cuneo. 

Local lore tells that gangster Al Capone housed his stable of polo 
ponies for a time in the Roaring 20's on S. Milwaukee Ave. While 
that might have been more fiction than fact, "the sport of kings" 
became a popular spectator sport in the 1950's with matches spon- 
sored by the Libertyville Polo Club. Crack polo teams from around 
the nation and overseas competed. 

Horse country later shifted to picturesque farms with pristine 
white fences in the Barrihgton area and Wadsworth, where the 
Temple Smith Farms Lippizancr performing horses have become a 
prime tourist attraction. The stables, training facilities and short 
tracks give these open comers of the county a distinct quality. When 
it comes to horse and rider competition of another style, the annual 
Wauconda Rodeo, stretching back 35 years, is hard to beat. 

Lake County -1-1 1 keeps alive love of equine competition at the 
county fair. At one time, the Lake County Sheriff's Dept. maintained 
a mounted posse. Former Sheriff Clinton Grinnell maintained a 
team of matched Belgian draft horses for parade purposes and 
charity events. Another high profile four-footed attraction was 
Mcistcr Brau's colorful antique beer wagon drawn by draft horses 
based in Grayslake. Individual families have become local celebri- 
ties with horse hobbies like the miniature horses of Round Lake and 
rare Norwegian work horses stabled near Wauconda. 

It was no accident that the most popular attraction at the 2002 
Lake County Fair was an appearance of the famous Budvveiser 
Clydesdales. We just love horses! 

Tending to horses and providing feed and care continues to be 
an important business in Lake County. Stabling for riding fans and 
maintaining hayride teams is a significant part of Lake County's 
agriculture economy. 

The Forest Preserve District's expansion of walking and jogging 
trails has been an unqualified success. Eventually, just about every 
Lake County community will be linked with the highly popular trail 
system. We don't think it's asking too much to expand horse trails. 
The seven-mile trail at Lakewood Forest Preserve seems pitifully 
small for a county as large as Lake with a rich equestrian heritage 
and the demonstrated interest in horses and riding. 

Commissioners won't be accused ofhorsc'n around if they take 
steps to create a genuine horse trail system. Let's get started.

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school money won't help suburbs 



There are housewives who 
enjoy rearranging the liv- 
ing room furniture period- 
ically. Same room, same 
furniture, but the new look Is cause 
to feel good and affords an oppor- 
tunity to move on to other things. , 
That describes the way Goy. Rod 
Blagojevich went about cobbling 
together a new education budget 
hailed by Democrats as the biggest 
school boost in years. The increase 
was tabbed at $304 million, break- 
ing down to $250 more for every 
student in the state. 

"Absolutely hot true," responded 
.State Rep. Mark Beaubien (R- 
Barrlngton Hills), part of the House 
Republican leadership and GOP 
point man in the House for bud- 
getary matters. 

The new budget was geared to 
increase foundation levels, a man- 
dated base for per pupil expendi- 
tures. Poor downstate school dis- 
tricts will see more money, but the 
new education funding bill won't 
benefit suburban schools, 
Beaubien stated flatly. Most subur- 
ban districts already exceed foun- 
dation level spending. About two- 
thirds of the so-called new money 
will go for special education, trans- 
portation and teachers funding, 
Beaubien explained. 

Despite the ballyhoo associated 
with finalizing school funding, 
including the governor's trip to 
Deerfield where he signed the bill 
and took time to read to elemen- 
tary school children, state contribu- 
tions to education under the new 
Democratic governor in reality 
represent huge cuts from the years 
Republicans were in power. 
"What's so frustrating for 
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Democrats is that the state doesn't 
have the money as in the past. Now 
that they have the power, imagine 
what the spending would be," 
Beaubien added. 

The point where "rearranging 
the furniture" applies for education 
came from an overall cut of $1.3 
billion in state spending, increasing 
the take from casino gambling and 
closing some tax loopholes that 
benefitted business. 

From Beaubien's perspective, a • 
' genuine crisis In education funding 
is on the horizon. He said leaders of 
both parties acknowledge an 
impending collision with reality. 
Educators also know that another 
"furniture rearranging" won't do 
the job. Gov. Blagojevich will have 
to deal with a "real deficit" for the 
next fiscal year, In excess of $4 bil- 
lion probably, in Beaubien's esti- 
mation. The veteran Lake County 
legislator predicted that a special 
session will be called where legisla- 
tors will have to "fix the school 
mess." Approximately two dozen 
school districts in Illinois are about 
to teeter into state control of day- 



to-day operations like the long 
troubled Round Lake Unit District.

Kind words expressed in this 
column several weeks ago about 
honest, hard-working board of edu- 
cation members have been coun- 
tered by Roger Tieman, long-time 
critic of spending practices of 
School District 95 Lake Zurich.

I have lived in Lake County since 1968. 
My wife and I purchased a horse in 
1973 and a home with a barn shortly 
after and a passion for horses began 
and still continues today. 

I am proud and pleased with what the 
Lake County Forest Preserve has done for its 
residents. You truly have a diversified pro- 
gram and a nice balance between recre- 
ational needs and natural unspoiled habi- 
tats. 

As a horseman, however, in a very highly 
populated horse county, one of the highest 
in the country, I've always been disappoint- 
ed that there was not an exclusive horse 
facility where one can ride more relaxed on 
trails set aside for horses only. The only 
facility in Lake County that comes close to 
anything tike this is Lakewood and it has 
only at best seven miles of trail. 

If I really want to enjoy a ride, 1 prefer to 
trailer my horses to places like Rock Cut 
State Park or Palmyra where they have 
overnight camping facilities. Horse people 
come from all over to enjoy the camaraderie 
and the pleasure of being with other horse 
people. I trailer my horses to McHenry 
County too, because in that county they 
separate the horses from the bikers and hik- 
ers. They have Rush Creek, Chain '0 Lakes, 
Glacier Trail, Hickory Grove and two or 
three other enjoyable trails. In Lake County, 
where a large horse population exists, we 
have only Lakewood. Lake County does 
have a long connecting multi-purpose trail 
system along the Des Plaines River, howev- 



er, a ride on horseback here can be more 
stressful because of all the distractions. 

With the newly acquired 800 acres near 
Antioch, the Forest Preserve now has an 
area large enough to develop a premier 
horse facility that will draw horse people for 
miles. Instead of spending money in other 
counties, monies will be spent in Lake 
County, feeding the local economy. Horse 
organizations of which there are many, will 
want to schedule one day and two or more 
day rides and host special events. Camp ( 
permits and fees alone will bring in a size- 
able revenue, not to mention concessions 
and groceries. 

1 and hundred of other horse people 
envision this as an opportunity. You have 
other special interest facilities — golf courses, 
swimming and boating areas, fishing, bik- 
ing, hiking, dog parks, a host of programs 
for nature lovers, senior citizens and chil-. ' 
dren. Why not a facility for horses? 

As a spokesman from people in my 
neighborhood we urge Lake county Forest 
Preserve Commissioners to have the vision 
to create and develop a park for a variety of 
equestrian activities.

Surely, before long a 
serious injury and possible death will be 
caused b y a runaway horse startled by the 
airplane noise. The injury and/or death may 
not be limited to the rider but may very well 
involve the trail walkers who share the trails 
with the horse people. Imagine the liability 
that the Forest Preserve District, the Forest 
Preserve Board, the County Board, and the 
county are being exposed to when the acci- 
dent becomes reality, particularly when the 
board already recognized the danger 
involved. 

There are many other places where hors- 
es and noisy model airplanes don't have to 
co-exist. The board should relocate Its spe- 
cial u se permit area so that tragedy and lia- 
bility are not part of our future.

Wildlife beware 

The planes are back again at Lakewood 
Forest Preserve with new rules. Signs are 
posted to be aware of model airplanes. 
Unfortunately the horses cannot read. 

Also the boundaries were moved back 
400 feet which the pilots seem to be ignor- 
ing. The liability is more present than ever. 

No matter what rules are applied, the 
noise still remains in one of the most 
secluded and wildlife rich areas in Lake 
County. I have been hiking the trails for 40 
years and the only manmade sounds heard 
were a few giggles from some teenagers rid- 
ing the trails. Great care was made to place 
the field away from houses so the noise 
would not offend people. Wildlife have very 
sensitive ears and nervous systems. They 
also have no way of complaining about the 
irritating noise. 

This year I have had the opportunity to 
monitor a threatened Sandhill Crane nest- 
ing in the marsh located just 100 yards from 
the airfield. They were nesting before the 
airfield was opened and have to stay in the 
area until the chicks can fly. When the 
planes were shutdown the cranes were rou- 
tinely spotted feeding at the airfield. 
Hopefully the airfield will be relocated to a 
more proper area so the cranes will return 
next year. 

A quote from Volo Bog journal, "Doesn't 
it give you great satisfaction to know that 
some of these magnificent birds come back 
every year to nest and raise their young in 
the protected environment of Volo Bog? 
This is a bird that had almost disappeared 
from Illinois. It's the bird that scientists 
believe to be the oldest avian species on 
earth dating back some five to ten million 
years!"

She creat- 
ed her own company called Balloon 
Productions, in which she works right out 
of her own home and does all sorts of bal- 
loon decor. 

As for her present day involvement 
with the Lake County Fair, it is pretty 
much left to the history books. Boehm, 
however, does make sure to congratu- 
late the new queen each year If she Is 
from the Libertyvllle-Mundeleln area. As 
she sends her well wishes to the new 
queen, Lake County could only hope 
that the new queen could have the same 
impact on Lake County that Joanne 
Boehm has.
